EDITORIAL VISITS. |

From Oregon City, a neat river boat took 
us rapidly up the Willamette, between high 


wooded bluffs, by beautiful islands, and near | 


occasionally cultivated flats, till gradually 
the appearance of the country became more 
and more changed. - From the upper, por- 
tion of the boat we could look over the 
immediate banks and perceive that we were 


in a vast and nearly level region, though; at} 


a distance, more or less of a rolling ’coun- | 
We were in the valley | 
of the Willamette, the great garden of Ore- 
gon, or rather, as many remarked to us, | 
Oregon | itself. For this great valley, with 


_ its many large branches .running up into 


the broken and mountainous regions on 
each side, contains the largest portion of the 
population of Oregon, and exhibits all the 
of the State in the highb- 
est perfection, if we omit reference to the 
mines. 


It is at first, in: 


bi gion of forests, interspersed with small prai- 


ries, gradually changing as we go south, to 
one of prairies, varied with small forests 
and long strips of trees. It has a rich soil, 
and yields abundantly all the productions 


of the temperate zone, being watered by 


good rains: the summer through, 80..as to 
need no irrigation.

| MINING. 

Your mining record is a noticeable and 
valuable statement, especially to strangers, 
who seek for a knowledge of the perma- 


nent resources of your State. We, also, 


| have a series of mines which gradually ex- 


tend year by year. Time was when all 
our miners went southward to your placers. 
Of late they have found permanent fields 
in the eastern mountains, the streams of 
which flow tothe Columbia. Every year 
since 1855 some new locality has been dis- 
covered in those regions, and although the 
first excitement waned, after the surface 
diggings yielded their treasures, a deeper 
and constant search in every locality~ re- 
wards the toil. 

The Colville, Oro Fino, Elk City, Flor- 
ence, Auburn, Cafion City, and Warren, 
and also the southern mines, are worked 
this year with more than usual success, 
because water has been more abundant, 
while the Boise, Owyhee, and Montana 
fields form, of course, the chief present at- 
traction. These all are within the original 
limits of our territory. fee 

The Santiam mines are in the Cascade 
Mountains, only a short distance from the 
centre of the Willamette Valley. The 
Vancouver mines, across the Columbia, are 
a newly reported discovery. _ 

You may be familiar with the brilliant 
quartz, sparkling with gold, from the 
“ White Bull” ledge in the Santiam mines. 
It attracts even those. unskilled in prospect- 
ing, and the region promises well to those 
who have invested. The great thing is to 
get mills to work—so say the stockholders. 
It is to be hoped that the test will prove 
successful in a bountiful harvest this fall. 

We have seen such steady progress, for 
eighteen years, in mineral discoveries on 
this coast, and, for the last ten or twelve, in 
Oregon, that we may safely conclude there 
will be new and perhaps greater ones 
made. We have, at least, evidence that 
gold and silver are to be as permanent pro- 
ducts of our State, and are to flow as surely 
and steadily to the marts of the world as 
our harvests of grain and fruits do. 

There are no indications that mining will 
cease, but’ rather it may increase with 
greater ratio in future years. We are 
to expect it, and to lay our plans accord- 
ingly. On the routes to the mines, and 
in every available place contiguous, we 
may expect, as we have seen, a perma- 
nent population of small farmers, garden- 
ers, and orchardists. Homes and families 
will be found, scattered; indeed, in those re- 
gions once deemed valueless. 

The Indians of the upper country are 


making some of their last desperate efforts 


this season to destroy the whites and keep 
back the tide that’ is sweeping up over their 
lands, but it will, as always, be in vain. 
They will all fade away, as they have from 
our valley, and the white man will make 
their hunting-grounds his own abode. 


EDUCATION. 


The Oregon system of public instruction, 
or of Free Schools, may not be said to 
have attained any special eminence. There 
has long been a school system, embracing 
the inhabited parts of the State. Schools 
have been taught, at first supported by sub- 
scription, and afterwards by tax under the 
general law, in every considerable ‘settle- 
ment, and, in most cases, this is done admir- 


ably for three, six, or nine months. In| 


Portland, and in some of the larger vil- 
lages, schools of three grades are sustained 
all the year. | 
In several localities, academies, high 
schools, seminaries, and incipient colleges 
have been established and kept in opera- 
tion for five, ten, eighteen or twenty years. 
The tone of feeling on the subject of edu- 
cation has been improved by the existence 
of 80 many corporate schools in the State, 
and a general desire exists among parents 
that their children shall have an education. 
This is the more noticeable since many of 
those parents came from States in which 
they failed to have the advantages of 
schools. 

There is a good degree of readiness to 


pay taxes and to assist in school organiza- 


tion on the part of some even who do not 
know how to read. 

Not long ago I spent.the night at the 
house of a farmer who could neither read 
nor write. He regrets his inability, and 
tries to have his son become interested in 
reading. He takes a paper, that the lad 
may read to him. He asks God’s blessing 
at the family table, but he cannot read God's 
word for family worship. He has moved 
from outpost to outpost of the frontier, until 
he has made perhaps a final earthly home 
in one of our beautiful vallies.

Mattoon, Handly, and Pierson, Jr. Geo- 
graphy by Mr. Nichols; Orthography by 
Mr. Pierson, Sr.; Elocution by Mr. Dier- 
doff; History, by Mr. Atkinson; Primary 
Schools by Mr. Warren. 


Penmanship, Phonography, Grammar, 
The Duties of- Parents and Teachers, Grad- 
ed Schools, and various other themes, were 
discussed by other gentlemen. Bishop 
Scott advocated more religious teaching in 
our schools. Judge Thornton gave, in an 
evening address, a historical sketch upon 
Female Education. Prof Wood, on an-

Dr. Wythe gave an address 
upon Recent Discoveries in Science. Sev- 
eral essays were read by young lady teach- 
ers, or those preparing for the work. 


A committee of six spent considerable 
time in collating and elaborating a school 
law, which was finally presented to the In-| 
stitute and adopted by them unanimously, 
and recommended to the Legislature for 
_ Under our present law the Governor is 
ex officio Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, but his chief duty has been ‘to select 
the school lands and to receive the reports 
of the County Superintendents: They 
have districted their counties, visited their 
s¥hools, examined teachers, and granted 
certificates, while the district committees 
hire teachers and supervise their own 
schools. | 

The new bill proposes a State  Superin- 
tendent, with the usual duties of that office; 
a State Board of Education, composed of 
the Governor, State Superintendent, and 
five other men, elected from the five judi- 
cial districts of the State. A State Board 
of Examiners, composed of the State and 
County Superintendents, for convenience, 
to grant State certificates to teachers in 
various parts of the. State. The county 
and local organizations remain much as 
they now are. _ 
_ The aim of the new law, if passed, is to 
give more thoroughness to the system of 
free schools; to raise the standard of teach- 
ers, and to awaken more general interest in 
them, and to secure uniformity of books, 
and do in this cause as other States are do- 
ing. A. 


Sunday School Labor a Means of Grace. 
_{ Part of an Essay read by H. F. Colley 


before a S. S. Convention, recently held in 
‘Nepouset, Mass. 


First.—Sunday School labor may be- 
come a means of grace to the Christian, 
because tt cultivates a clear conception of 
Christian truth. It is a law of our nature 
that our growth in every form of knowl- 
edge will depend greatly upon our endeay- 
ors to impart what we know to others. The 
very attempt to express our convictions, to 

ut them into intelligible language, renders 
them still ‘more ‘definite and clear. The 
words not only speak to others. They 
speak back, as it were, to ourselves, and 
strengthen the source from which they 
came. The Christian’ smind, as well as his 
body, needs exercise in order to become 
strong. But what form of Christian labor 
ig at once so suitable to this end, and so 


“convenient to the great majority of believ- 


ers, as that of an instructor in the Sanday 
School? ‘The field is always accessible. 
Ripe already for the harvest, it spreads our 
very doors and invites us to enter. Help is 
always wanted; and as the chief service 
oceurs on the Sabbath, it causes no mate- 


- pial interruption to the man of business. It 


renders that day all the more a day of rest 
from worldly toil by presenting a spiritaal 
object to his care. One result therefore of 
every Sunday School should be, and gener- 
ally is, the development of the instructors 
themselves. This result can often be 
traced. There are in almost every church 
soni members who need this kind of work. 
They have, it is. true, a certain degree of 
Christian comfort. So far as their person- 


“al experience is concerned, they possess a 
good share of faith and ‘love.

'| Bot if these Christians ate brought face to

Give him a class of intelligent boys or girls 
to instruct! Let him undertake to instil 
into their youthful’ minds the immortal 
truths of the gospel! Hé must now study 
more critically the word of God.’ He can 
hot transfer to their minds the processes of 
thought. peculiar to his own temperament, 
his.own religious sentiments.. If he wishes 


back to the first principles. He must bave 
positive statements, and unanswerable ar- 
guments to enforce. He must find the 
proof texts easy for his scholars to remem- 
ber. Hitherto, he has been pleasing him- 
self, “wandering at his own sweet will,” a’ 


‘He has been like the 
flower to flower, happy @hen the sun shines, 
but liable to have its wings torn by the! 
first blast that blows. Wow, he must di- 
rect the course of others. He must feel 


‘the earth firmly with his feet, for ‘the has 


become a leader and a guide. He must 
scrutinize the ground and know the founda- 
tions of the rock, the truths.on which he 

Morever, children sometimes ask very 
hard questions. Their simple minds, unac- 
customed to the forms of logic, often exhib- 
ita startling acumen. Their artless in- 
quiries cut clean through all the sophistries 
of human reason and strike straight to the 
very root of the difficulty. They are also 
more reverent than. older people. “ What 
does God say about it?” isthe question 
which they tactly present upon every sub- 
ject which their minds can grasp. If the 
instruction that is given can be prefaced 


‘| with a solemn “thus saith the Lord,” it is 


regarded as decisive. . The teacher of such 
is therefore driven again and again to the 
Bible. There only will he find the metal 
with which to point his shaft. And he 
who can thus take the great truths of our 
holy religion and present them s0 fully and 
yet so simply, so distinctly and yet so lov- 
ingly, that a child can undegstand them, 
will himself possess no mean Kmowledge of 
Christian doctrine. 

In this age of zsthetic enjoyments, when 
we are too apt to cultivate the religious 
emotions to the exclusion of doctrinal 
knowledge, this» kind ,of-diggipline is es- 
pecially desirable. a neéd to study 
the. Bible; not mer to read it, but to 
study it. And in this regpect they can de- 
rive much assistance and eHioulus by labor- 
ing in the Sunday School. If the pastors 
of the vatious churches represented ‘in this 
Convention were to point out those of their 
members who are the most firmly rooted 
and grounded in the principles of our faith, 
in nine cases out of ten they would poiut 
to those who have trained themselves as 
teachers in the Sunday School. Weak 
Christians have thus become strong. Once 
they hardly dared to defend their creed. 
Now, they defy those doubts. Planting 


| their feet on the rock of Christ Jesus, they 


can exclaim like the Highland chieftain,— 


“Come one, come all! This rock shall fly 
From its firm base as soon as I.” 


By teaching inthe Sunday School they 
have acquired a clear conception of Christ- 
ian truth; and it is by the truth that we 
are sanctified. 

‘But, Secondly. Sunday School labor 
not only strengthens the convictions of the 
Christian. It is equally favorable to the 
development of his heart. Jt promotes the 
exercise of the Christian graces. Christ- 
ianity is a religion which appeals ‘men, 
as to social and mutually dependent beings. 
Its tendency is therefore aggressive. Its 
vitality consists in action. A Christian 
living to himself, confining his thoughts to 
the scrutiny of his pergonal experience, has 
no right to expect a rapid progress in the 
Divine life. He may believe in Christ, and 
anticipate the joys of heaven; but he needs 
something more. “Now abideth,” says 
Paul, “ faith, hope, love ; but the greatest 
of these is love.” Christian love is the ag- 
gressive principle, essential to all progress. 
The more this is brought into exercise, the 
more rapid will be the spiritual growth. 
Like the fingers of the ivy clasping the 
arms of the oak, like the roots of the grass- 
es twining together in the sod, so the affec- 
tions of a Christian heart must-have some- 
thing around which to cling, something to 
draw with them io their climb towards 
heaven. ‘This truth has, of course, an ap* 


| plication to every form of Christian effort. 


But it seems peculiarly suggestive of labor 
in the Sunday School. ere are some 
things in the very nature of a-child’s heart, 
—its comparative innocence, its relative 
position to the thought and the hopes of the 
world, its very habit of trusting and of 
loving, which render it peculiarly inviting 
to Christian labor. Pride has not had time 
to build around it so many barriers as de- 
fend the avenues to older hearts. Its trans- 
parency, also, is greater. Its clearness is 
not, as yet, dimmed by the cunning devices 
of sin. The teactrer can, therefore, watch 
the effect of the truth which he imparts. 
‘He can, as it. were, see the seed germinate 
aud grow. And thus his interest in the 
work is increased more and more. A 
warnier flow of Christian love is induced, 
a more eager aspiration of Christian hope. 
He becomes anxious that these young souls 
should become followers of the same great 
Master, and be given unto himself as the 
‘seals of his lowly ministry. But now the 
difficulties of his work appear. Its novelty 
wears away. His pupils grow restless and 
uneasy. Affectionate and honest still per- 
haps, yet evidently caring more for the 
story than for the moral, interested in every 
thing save in what belongs to their peace. 
Faith is then roused to her labor. She re- 
calls the promises of Christ, and repeats 
them over in prayer, bearing these child- 
ren to the throne of grace. Months, years 
perhaps pass, and no-fruit 1s seen. Bat 
while the scholars are apparently_unaffec- 
ted, the teacher is receiving the blessing.

August, at 8 o’clock a.m. A slight warn- 
ing of cracking and settling was given the 
inmates. A few escaped from the building 
ereit fell. Twenty-five persons were carried 
down with the crash, and injured. One- 
third of these were killed, one-third badly

prietor of the house, not the owner of the 
building, was among the killed. His wife 
and child escaped unbarmed, 

It must have been a scene as terrible as 
it was destructive. The noise, the dust, the 
darkness, the uncertainty, the suddenness, 
all combined to.render the occurrence one of 
dread and dismay. “Not an individual 
named was known to us..personally. . But 
few of them were prominent in our social or 
industrial affairs. But they will be missed. 
The community suffers loss... Ihe public 
feeling is shocked.

night. We may hope that none of them 
forgot the Father’s care, and the.

There is no doubt that the fall was occa- 


-sioned by an excavation in the rear of the 


building, and back of the Odd Fellows’ 
Hall. This excavation, for a new building 
was dug toa depth several feet below the 
foundation of the Summer Street House, 
leaving only, a breadth of three feet of clay 
soil, between the edge of the excavation 
and the outside of the wall of the Boarding- 
house. Had the wall been properly shored 
and propped, it would have stood. Warn- 
ing is said to have been twice given, but 
those to whom it belonged to take the ne- 
cessary precautions against accidents, did 
not believe inthe danger asreal, and did 
not do what they might easily have done in 
the premises. For the sake of many other 
lives, it were well if an example were 
made of such as were to blame in this in- 
stance. They should be made to suffer pe- 
cuniary damage, if they are not punished ad- 
ditionally, and otherwise. Human life, and 
human limbs ought not to be trifled with. 
Our builders are already too venturesome 
in the matter of digging up to, and under, 
walls, and buildings, without sufficient 
guards and securities. Let us have new 
laws and regulations; so that we shall be 
more secure; and may, at least, feel that 
our houses are not likely to fall on us before 
the rising of to-morrow’s 


The War in Germany. 


In themselves, wars are evils. The mo- 
tives which lead into them are often vicious, 
rarely even commendable. Nevertheless, 
wars are the instruments which the provi- 
dence of God sometimes employs for the 
furtherance of his plans. He rules amid 
confusions. He causes the wrath of man 
to praise him. Ra 

The overthrow of the temporal power of 
the Pope has been long in coming; but it. 
hastens now. One result of this war will 
bear in that direction. Austria, the home 
of bigotry and conservatism, is now humbled 
and weakened. She had the sympathy of 
Jesuits, Ultramontanes, andthe Pope. She 
had the moral support of most of the Ro- 
man Catholic states, powers, and devotees. 
But she is ruined as a national power. 
She can no more be the bulwark of the 
Pope’s temporal power, and of papal pro- 
pagandism, as she has been for a half cen- 

All Germany will now be dominated by 
Prussia, an essentially Protestant state, in 
religion, philosophy, education, and idéas of 
government. She is the ally of Italy, fast 
becoming a liberal country, and looking 
in the direction of modern ideas and Pro- 
testant principles. She will help in restor- 
ing Venetia to the Italian Kingdom; and 
then, we presume, will assist in the unifica- 
tion of Italy, by enforcing the departure of 
all foreign troops from Rome, directing the 
Pope to renounce the temporal sovereign- 
ty, and thus aid in making Rome the cap- 
ital of that kingdom. Toward this con- 
summation all things are now looking. No 
other arrangement will give satisfaction.
